THE STATION AND FAIR GROUNDS. 


A recent editorial in the Gazelle would 


lead tbe rttder to tellers that the TJoirer- 
»ity Mid th» Nevada Agricultural Society 
•re of different parentage, wards of gnardi- 
ians who have adieisa interest and instead 
of their being the offspring of th« State in- 
tenJed to serve in promoting the in- 
telligence, wealth and general prosperity 
of the people they are at swords' poioti, 
and from the Gazette standpoint have no 
interest in common. 


The Fair Grounds arc not the property 


of the Board of Directors of the State Agri- 
onltoral Society, neither dots the Univer- 
sity in iti several part! belong to the 
Regents. These two Boards ore merely 
trustees representing the State, and either 
will be disloyal to the trnst should they 
fail to act other than to serve the greatest 
number without considering personal or 
selfish interest, any emnity, grudge or per- 
sonal dislike. 


It wa« the State, with the aid given by 


Wasboe eonnty, that came to the relief, 
"when the Society was straggling with a 
big debt." The State came forward in 
1889 with an appropriation of $15,000, and 
Washoe county with the proceeds of $10,- 
000 in bonds in addition to the $10,000 
given by the State in 1837, and it was 
thesa appropriations that located tbe pres- 
ent Fair Grounds, "cleaned the ground of 
rocks and brash and fenced and ditched 
il." and liquidated tbe obligations incur- 
red by ibn Board of Directors, nod placed 
tbe Society en its feet, to serve whom, the 
people of the commonwealth, iu tbe broad

the University and Fetr Grounds, is in the 
State. Taking money from out> 10 pay tbe 
other, is taking it out of one pocket anc 
patting into another. Tbe State is made 
none the richer thereby, and tbe intelli- 
gent Directors will readily se»this. 


The Agricultural Society cannot afford 


to antagonize its best ally, which has so 
many zealons friends who care equally as 
much for tbe human race as for the horse 
race. 


The Regents and Directors are servants 


of the same master. There is no necessity 
for two factions, representing these two 
offsprings of Nevada. Intelligent liberality 
should be extended by either so that the 
two means of education should go bund in 
hand supporting each other. The Agricul 
tural Society has land dedicated to agrionl 
tural purposes, and that purpose cannot be 
more intelligently served than by utilizing 
it in • way that will prove practically the 
capabilities of the State, in an official way 
by giving men who have been edacataJ to 
formulate their experiments in a manner 
that

WHY HE SLIGHTED AUGUSTA. 


General Sherman Explain* the Strategy 


of His March to the Se». 


The question, "Why didn't Genera! 


Sherman oome to Augusta instead of going 
to Savannah when he made his great marcl 
through Georgia?" has been so often askec 
and commented upon, and without satis- 
factory solution, that Mr. P. A. Stovall 
editor of the Atlanta Chronicle, recently 
wrote General Sherman on the subject, 
and now prints the General's reply as fol- 
lows: 


My Dear Sir:—I am just back from a 


visit to my daughter, who resides at'Rose- 
mont, near Philadelphia, and find your 
letter of tbe 18th. Tbe "march to tbe 
sea" from Atlanta was resolved on after 
Hood bad got well on his way to Nash- 
ville. I Ihen detached to General Thomas 
a force sufficient to whip Hood, which he, 
in December, 1864, very handsomely anc 
conclusively did. Still I had left a very 
respectable army left, and resolved to join 
Grant at Richard. The distance was 1,000 
miles, and prudence dictated a base at Sa 
vannah or Port Royal. Our enemies hat 
garrisons at Macon and Augusta. I figured 
on both and passed between to Savannah 
Then, starting northward, tbe same prob- 
lem presented itself in Augnsta and Charles- 
ton. I figured on both, but pasted be 
tweeu. I did not want to drive out their 
garrisons ahead of mo at the crossing o: 
the Santee, Catawba, Fedee, Cape Fear, 
eto. 


The moment I passed Columbia, the fac- 


tories, powder mills, and the oil stuff ac- 
cumulated at Augusta were lost to the only 
two Confederate armies left—Lee's anc 
Hood's. So if you have a military mine 
you will see that I made a better use of 
Augusta than if I had captured it with al 
its stores, for which I bad co use. I used 
Augusta twice as a buffer; its garrison was 
just where it helped rne. II the people of 
Augusta think I slighted them in the Win- 
ter of 1864-5 by reason of personal friend- 
ship formed in 1844 they are mistaken; or i 
they think I made a mistake in strategy 
let them say BO, and, with the President's 
consent, I th'nk I can send a detachment 
ol 100,000 or BO of "Sherman's bummers' 
and their descendants who wilt finish up 
the job without charging Uncle Sam 
cent. 


The truth is, these incidents come back 


to me in a homorous vein. 
Of course the 


civil war should have ended with Vicks- 
burg and Gettysburg. Every sensible man 
on earth must have tbon seen there conic 
be but one result. Tbe leaders of tbe 
South took good care not to "die in tbe 
lait ditch," and left brave men like Walksr, 
Adams, Pat Cleburne, etc., to do that.

and accommodation, lor all tbe hotels are 
making every preparation to receive their 
guests during this busy time. It baa al- 
ways been a hard matter to procure rooms 
heretofore, but this season we think all can 
be accommodated. 


Tour correspondent took a drive out to 


tbe Fair grounds this morning and was 
very much pleased to nee tbe many im- 
provements that have taken place since our 
last visit. We find that the Association is 
sparing no means or expense in trying to 
make this year's Fair tbe beet that bas 
ever been held in the State. 


There bas been two new stands erected, 


o-a on each side of tbe track; they are 
ab ut twelve foet in diameter and are 
octagon shape with an octagon roof. The 
one on the outside will ba the Judges' 
tand aad tbe other will b» used by the 
Timers. Tbe old Judges' stand, which is 
attached to the Grand Stand, will ba for 
the exclusive use of the reporters.
